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when thofe Fumes were pals’d, and the Receiver grew 
clear, they were after a while fueteeded by another 
fort that Icem’d in the Receiver to give a faint blevvifli 
Light, almofl like that of little burning Matches dipt 
in Sulphur. And laft of all, the Fire being very ve¬ 
hement, there pals’d over another Subfiance, that was 
judg’d more ponderous than the former, becaufe it 
fell through the Water to the bottom of' the Receiver ; 
whence being taken out, ( and partly even whilft it 
flay’d there, it) appeared by leveral Eife&s, and other 
Tbcenmena , to be fuch a kind for' Suoftance as we de- 
fired and expedbed.
